I take great pleasure in presenting my 1948 catalog to you my friends and customers. 
I am very grateful for the past season’s orders and the fine cards and letters which you have 
written regarding our quality and service. I appreciate them very much and although I 
cannot personally answer all of them, I do thank you and will continue to give you the 


finest quality and service possible. 


I have added a number of new varieties this year which after our trials seem worthy 


and merit your consideration. 


I am presenting two of my own originations this year which I hope will please you. 
BLUE LAGOON, my 1946 introduction, is gaining in popularity every year and winning 
many blue ribbons at major shows. From all reports this should be the leading blue cut 
flower, as ability to make fine spikes under all conditions, plus healthy growth and good 


propagation tend to verify this. 


All of the varieties that we list are capable of, and have won, many ribbons and 


awards at the shows. Most are outstanding as commercial varicties. 


The following is my opinion of the newer varieties, listed in the order of my 
preference, as grown this year: White-WHITE CHALLENGE, WHITE MAGIC, SILVER 
WINGS, top three; very close, IGLOO, WAX MODEL, SNOW CRUISER, ALPINE. 
Cream—LEADING LADY, ORIENTAL PEARL, equally good. Yellow—GOLDEN DRA- 
GON, KLONDIKE, SPOTLIGHT, ELIZABETH MAIER, hard to pick, all good and 
different shades; very close runners, CRINKLE CREAM, COVENTRY, SUNNY DAY. 
Buff-—SUNSPOT, GOLD STANDARD, SUSQUEHANNA, a beautiful trio. Orange— 
LARIME, DRUM MAJOR, very little choice, both tops. CHIEF PONTIAC in giant class 
a sure winner. Salmon—TITAN, SPIC & SPAN, VICTORY QUEEN, GENGHIS KHAN, 
MARION PEARL, MADELEINE BROWN, GAVOTTE, take your choice, they’re all tops. 
Scarlet-—HIAWATHA. Pink—Another large class and many different shades, light to deep, 
all excellent; CONNECTICUT YANKEE, PERSONALITY, TROJAN, EGLANTINE, 
SPITFIRE, SUMMER GAL, YANKEE LASS, CHERRY JAM, ALGOMA, DAISY MAE, 
DEBORAH SAMPSON. Red—MID AMERICA, ROYAL WINDSOR, GRACIE ALLEN, 
FIREBRAND, ANIMATION, CARNIVAL, from the first to the last all extra: different 
forms and shades. Black Red—MAURIE TREVAN, BLACK DIAMOND, BLACK PAN- 
THER. Deep Rose—BURMA. Light Rose—VENIDA, MISS WISCONSIN, TRALEE, dif- 
ferent shades, all excellent. Lavender—-MINSTREL, ABIGAIL. Purple—LANCASTER

Small Bulbs average 1” in diameter and often bloom, but with smaller 
spike. 


Bulblets — The little hard shelled cormlets from which bulbs are grown.

POINCIANA (Sdlg. 421507) 
This cross of American Commander X Glamis is a rosy toned red with a slightly deeper 
rose red throat. The bottom petals have small white spears through their centers. The 
blooms, of which 8 or 9 will open at once, are lightly ruffled and fluted, taking somewhat 
the form of Glamis. Spikes are 56” high with flowerheads of 28” carrying 20 to 22 buds. 
The blooms are of giant size 5%” to 6”. Poinciana makes plenty of bulblets which ger- 
minate and grow well. Showing it first time this year, also the first and only spike in bloom, 
Poinciana was champion seedling at Michigan State show. The 2nd spike cut two days 
later carried 200 miles to the Ohio show with 100 degree temperature had 9 open in good 
shape and was first seedling class. Also rated in top scorers Michigan ‘Trial Gardens 1946.

Bright smooth orange scarlet, almost self color, blends slightly deeper in throat. This cross 
of Grand Opera X Hindenburg’s Memory is a real giant. It grows with ordinary conditions 
5Y4 to 6 feet tall. Had it 6’3” this year. Always straight and with heavy dark green plants. 
Blooms are 6” or more with 6 or more open on long flowerheads of 18 to 19 buds. Spikes 
from small bulbs approximate those of other varieties from large bulbs. Makes a good 
amount of bulblets that germinate and grow well.

PERSIAN BEAUTY (Knierim-Snyder)

Clear light blue with deep red violet feather, no flecking, opens 6 florets on 56” spikes. The 
blooms are 51%” and have seen it 6”. Good propagator with healthy dark green foliage. 
I saw this at Tri-State and in Mr. Beardmore’s garden and it certainly looked fine. Winner, 
1947, of seedling champion, second day champion and color champion, Tri-State at Wells- 
ville and seedling champion at Indiana State.

He has many fine varieties to his credit and know you will be pleased with these. 

The first two are miniatures, and are the first in this class we have catalogued, 
believing that most miniatures were not distinctive enough as to form and color. 
We were awaiting something with these qualities. From our observations of these 
varieties I believe we have it. Shown at the International in Binghampton, N. Y., 
they literally “stole the show.” 


Stock of these are not large, and we recommend that you order early. First orders 
will receive the largest bulbs, but as they are early you will get good bloom 
from the smaller bulbs. 


BO-PEEP (CRINKLETTE X MIBLOOM) 

Buff pink with a yellowish throat faintly dusted red. Very early, deeply ruffled and of 
heavy substance. Opens 5 to 6 florets of 3” size on 17” to 18” flowerheads with 17 to 18 
buds. Spikes are about 40” high. Florets are most attractive in form and color.

TWINKLES (HARLEKIN X CRINKLETTE) 

Dark orange pink on the outer petals with a deep yellow center on which are reddish lines.
